Thunder and lightning accompan­ 
ied the Tuesday night rain. 
Four above Miami 
Circleville’s temperature

day was four degrees above that 
in Miami, Fla. Temperatures of 84 
degrees were reported in Youngs­ 
town and Dayton. Lima reported 
83. 
Dr. H. R. Clarke, Circleville's 
weather recorder for more than 25 
years, said the temperature sur­ 
passed all recordings in his files 
for March 22. The previous high 
record of the state weather bur­ 
eau was 81, set 31 years ago.

Coroner Returns Verdict of Suicide After Tuesday Evening 


Tragedy; Private Funeral To Be Thursday

The body was found by Ulin McGhee of Perry township, who 
stopped to visit with his brother. 
Dr. Bowers said he believed Mr. 
McGhee died about 7:30 o’clock.<$>- 
Despondency 
was given as the 
cause for his act. 
Mr. McGhee was residing alone 
on his farm about four miles south 
of W illiamsport, relatives said. 
He was born in Perry township, 
a son of Hiram and Minnie Mc­ 
Ghee. 
Surviving are his widow, 
Mary Skinner McGhee; three bro­ 
thers, Ulin and George of Perry 
township, Harry of Williamsport, 
and tw'o sisters, Mrs. S. B. M etz­ 
ger and Miss Laura McGhee of 
Williamsport.

Lack of good will is the only dan­ 
ger for the future in Polish-Lith- 
uanian relations, Col. Josef Beck, 
foreign minister, said today in a 
formal speech to the senate on the 
recent crisis which 
was 
ended 
when Lithuania accepted a Polish 
ultim atum for restoration of diplo­ 
m atic relations. 
The senate was jammed for the 
speech. 
Reviewing the crisis,'h e r a ld of 
future relations; 
"There can be only one danger 
- lack of good will on the p art­ 
ners' part.” 
He added emphatically that he 
did not believe there would be a 
lack of good will. 
Justifying Poland's course. Beck 
said th at lack of direct contact and 
negotiations were responsible for 
unsatisfactory relations with Lith­ 
uania. This situation now had been 
remedied, Beck said, and relations 
would be improved soon to a nor­ 
mal basis if Lithuania showed good 
will. 
(Relations had been suspended 
for 20 years as Lithuania’s protest 
against Polish occupation of the 
Vilna area.—ed.). 
Beck said that the recent fron­ 
tier incident in which a Polish sol­ 
dier was killed -the direct precipi­ 
tant of the crisis—was but a small 
detail in the problem of Polish- 
Lithuanian relations. 
He emphasized that the Polish 
government had not neglected a 
single opportunity to improve re­ 
lations. 
"If it is possible to put Polish- 
Lithuanian relations on a basis of 
mutual good will and respect, in 
the m anner recognized internation­ 
ally, then this will be sincerely 
welcomed by Poland. The road to 
achieve this is open ”

ing the opening of the great North­ 
w est this year, and an oxcart cara­ 
van, depicting the history-m aking 
group that made its way from far 
New England to Marietta and even 
father is touring the territory. 
To 
better acquaint residents of Circle­ 
ville and Pickaway county of the 
important event. 
The Herald is 
presenting the first of a aeries of 
articles by W. M. Reid, historian 
and retired teacher, concerning the 
territory and the celebration. 


BY W. M. REID 
Events lead in g to the Acquisition 
of this T erritory. 
The N orthw est T erritory is th a t j 
p a rt of the United S tates lying 
north and w’est of the Ohio river, 
east of the Mississippi and south 
of the G reat Lakes. 
It consists 
of the states 
of Ohio, 
Indiana, 
Illinois, M ichigan, W isconsin, and 
th a t part of M innesota lying east 
of the Mississippi. 
To get the proper setting and 
significance of the facts concern­ 
ing this territory, w’e m ust go back 
to the beginning of the 17th cen­ 
tury when England and France 
m ade settlem ents alm ost sim ul­ 
taneously in A m erica,—England at 
Jam estow n, Virginia, in 1607, and 
France 
a t 
Quebec, 
Canada, 
in 
1608. 
O ther 
English 
colonies 
w’ere 
planted until in 125 years there 
were 13 along the A tlantic coast, 
hem med In from the W est by the 
A ppalachian 
m ountains 
w’hich 
W’ere 
a 
considerable 
barrier to 
w estern m igration. 
French Settle Area 
The French having settled on 
the S. Law erence river had access 
by way of the G reat Lakes to the 
whole interior of the continent. 
AU this te rrito ry w’as explored 
and claimed by the French govern­ 
m ent. 
The French planted 6 or 
more 
forts 
w ith 
m any trading 
posts and engaged in the fur trade 
w ith the Indian tribes. 
The popu­ 
lation w’as necessarily scattered in 
such a vast territory. 
On the other hand the English 
colonies grew strong and populous 
in their confined area along the 
seaboard. Some of the m ore hardy 
and venturesom e trappers climbed 
their w’ay over the m ountains and 
also traded wdth the Indians in 
the Ohio valley. The French h ear­ 
ing of this sent Celeron, w ith a 
suitable 
escort of 
soldiers 
and 
Indians, into the territo ry to su r­ 
vey it and order the English tra d ­ 
ers out. 
He cam e dowm across 
w estern New Y ork to the Ohio 
river and decending this stream 
he. a t the m ouths of the stream s 
entering this river, planted lead 
plates proclaim ing the ow nership 
of the governm ent of F rance to 
this territory. 
Tin plates, w ith 
sim ilar inform ation, w’ere posted 
in the sam e localities. 
M aking his 
w’ay dowm to the m outh of the 
G reat 
Miami 
he 
ascended 
this 
river to its head 
w aters, then 
across by land to the Maumee and 


back by w ay of the lakes to 
Quebec. 
This territo ry w as called 
New France. 
The French w ere interested sole­ 
ly in 
the 
fur 
trade 
w ith 
the 
Indians, The trappers and traders 
lived w ith the Indians, m arried 
squaw s, adopted their mode of 
living and called them th eir red 
brothers. 
While Catholic m ission­ 
aries 
labored 
to 
convert 
the 
Indians to C hristianity, it is said 
th a t 
for 
every 
convert 
made

otherw ise 
knowm 
in 
history as the inter-colonial w’ars. 
In each of these w ars the English 
colonies captured French ports and 
occupied 
French 
territory, 
but 
w’hen the treaties of peace were 
concluded in Europe, the territo ry 


and forts so captured were return* 
ed to France. 
N aturally, the E nglish colonists 
were not satisfied wdth these re­ 
sults. 
Besides the French had en­ 
couraged and abetted the Indian 
tribes in a tta c k s on the E nglish 
frontiers. 
This so angered the 
colonists th a t they started a w ar 
of their own ag ain st the French, 
known in our history books as the 
j Old French and Indian W ar. 
The E nglish hom e governm ent 
' furnished som e regim ents but the 
: brunt of this conflict fell on the 
i colonists. 
I t ended w ith the fall 
of Quebec and the cession of all 
j Canada to E ngland. 
England, being engaged in a 
w ar to hold her A siatic conquest 
of India and needing funds, began 
to tax the colonies, giving the ex­ 
cuse th a t they should help pay for 
the last colonial w ar. 
This plan 
m ight have succeeded had E ng­ 
land recognized them w ith repre­ 
sentation in Parliam ent. Ignoring 
the request for such recognition 
and from other causes, the colonies 
j rebelled and the Am erican Revo­ 
lution w as on to last six years 
and ended w ith the surrender of 
Cornwallis a t Y orktow n. 
By the 
treaty of peace m ade a t P arts in 
1783, the U nited S tates w as ceded 
the colonial possessions and all 
| that territo ry northw est of the 
Ohio River.

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HELIUM ISSUE ARISES 


I I T ASH1NGTON— With war threatening 


in Europe there has been a serious 
inner Cabinet discussion over the sending 
of 
19,800,000 cubic feet 
of helium to 
Germany. 
This is enough helium to aid materially 
in blowing up the city of London, or Paris, 
or to provide gas for the operation of mili­ 
tary balloons during an entire war. 
In 
fact, it is a priceless military gift to any 
belligerent nation, and so anxious has 
Germany been to get it that a Nazi ship 
has been moored at Houston, Texas, wait­ 
ing 
to 
load 
it 
aboard 
and 
race 
for 
Hamburg. 
The gas was mined at Amarillo, Texas, 
and has been held awaiting final word 
from Washington before being sent to 
Houston and loaded aboard the German 
vessel. 
It was actually about to be dis­ 
patched when watchful Secretary of the 
Interior 
(ekes 
got 
skeptical 
regarding 
Germany’s use of the gas and intervened. 


The helium was to be sold to Germany 
under the law passed by Congress last 
year after the Hindenburg disaster. 
How­ 
ever, there are some neat jokers in the 
present sale which went unnoticed until 
caught by Ickes. 
One of these is the fact 
that a Zeppelin only requires 6,000,000 
cubic feet of helium, whereas Germany 
is getting 19,800,000 cubic feet this year. 
She has specified that she wants a 
little extra for experimentation and in 
order to send the new Zeppelin around 
Europe— but this does not explain her 
getting three times as much as required. 
In addition to this, Germany is to receive 
4 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 cubic feet of helium within the 
next two years. 
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GREEK AGAIN 
M 
ISS CLARA APGAR, Latin teacher in 
the Ithaca, N. Y., high school, now 
finds 
herself teaching Greek 
grammar 
again after a period of 15 years during 
which no course in Greek was given or re­ 
quested there. 
The surprising thing about 
the present revival is that pupils themselves 
asked for it, although it will not give them 
high school credit and is not required for 
their state regents’ examinations. 
The enterprise of the 14 ambitious stu­ 
dents deserves high praise.

again widely taught, not as a required sub­ 
ject for all pupils alike, but as a truly 
educational and cultural study for those 
who know its value and seek its benefits.

HELIUM ACT 


The helium deal was approved by Joe 
Green, State Department munitions con­ 
troller, and by army and navy experts, on 
the ground that it was in line with an act 
of Congress. 
Since Congress passed the 
act, however, Europe has been seething, 
and Hitler has given every indication that 
he will provoke war ii anyone thwarts 
him. 
The inter-departmental committee has 
asked for pledges that the helium will be 
used only for scientific and commercial 
transportation purposes, and apparently 
Cabinet members have been naive enough 
to believe that Germany will keep her 
word. 
Meanwhile, a German Zeppelin lobby­ 
ist, residing in tile Mayflower Hotel, has 
been urging immediate action; while Her­ 
man Goering, Nazi W ar Marshal, also an 
official of the Zeppelin company, has been 
clamoring for the helium. 
NOTE— The United States has virtu­ 
ally complete monopoly on helium— and it 
is 
almost 
indispensable 
to 
balloon 
or 
Zeppelin operation in war. Helium gas bags 
cannot 
be 
readily shot down, because 
helium does not explode when hit by a 
bullet. 
And the Army has perfected a 
system of patching balloons in mid-air so 
that balloons continue buoyant even when 
punctured by bullets.
